[A Detailed Explanation About This Device] 
[Tbe Purpose of This Derice] 

[Technologies Applied to This DeTice and thelx;; Curzent 
Condition] 

This device is designed for colored lenses to be easily: [nled upon 
the front lenses without taking off glasses and they canr be moved 
vertically and horizontally as well. And also, this is also devised as a 
double-joint structure to make it really convenient and e&tient to 
wear common glasses with colorless lenses and sueglasses with 
colored ones. * 

The traditional spectacles which also serve as- a pair* iii siinglqss^ 
has a hinge through which the upper parts of colored, lenses ««ape 
jointed to those of the frames of spectacles with coloxioss lenses and 
were made movable. Colored lenses for sunglasses were usually 
positioned in front of colorless lenses. When in the shade or relatively 
dark places, the colored lenses for sunglasses were ILTtcd iqp to secure 
the view through the colorless lenses. 

The existing spectacles and sunglasses in one has a .disadvantage. 
That is, the colored lenses are impossible to di^oint and should be 
always jointed to the frames of spectacles of colorless leases. It has 



been a bit inconvenieot to wear at nomial .times aad ^^znast- .served 
only as a pair of sunglasses. 

In other types of these spectacles, the cnd^eces of , tcanples liad 
magneto joints throuj;h which the ending parts of firamcs' of 
sunislasscs were connected, so it was inevitable to remove tfao whole 
frames of spectacles with colored lenses. Therefiore,' it was reaUsr 
inconvenient to take off the whole spectacles and pul thiem in another 
place when we are in the shade or daik place and drive through 
tunnels.

Device] 

In Older to solve the above-mentioned problems, this device is 
equipped with a lunge at the end-pieces of temples through which the 
frames of spectacles with colored lenses are jointed so as to mali» it 
possible to move vertically and horizontally as welL -Thus, the 
colored lenses can be left disjointed while people wear the main 
spectacles with colorless lenses at notmal times. 

In the open air, people can joint the frames of colorad leiises with 
main spectacles and use it. Furthermore, they can c^oibtral >. the 
luminosity of colored lenses by rotaliiig . them • rofrrtyj^liy . iflgd 
horizontally depending on whichever fhey want to see througli' colored 
or colorless lenses. 

[Composition of this Device] 

This device has a pair of frames of spectacles with colorless 
lcnses[l.| at both sides of which the first joint part is placed. The 
first join part hinges on the second joint part through the en4~pieces 
of templesCZ]. The rotataUe coupling ptns[4l4 beneath the earpieces of 
temples in tiie frames of colored lenses make it easi^ to joint' the 
frames of colored and colorless spectacles pn the basis of hing^CS]. 
Thus, it is made possible to rmove the frames of ■ colored 
spectacles[5] alone through coupling pins and hinges without taking 
off the whole frames of spectacles. At this point, it is necessary to 
make coupling holes[a3 in the end -pieces of templcsB] which the 



coupling pins pass through and the jointed parts, ate firml^ fixed. 

Since it is made possible to insert the coupling frins into the 
coupling holes in the end' -pieces of temples and disjoint tliem easily, if

This is designed such that people use this device as an ordinary 
spectacles after disjointing the second spectacles. In Uie open field, 
they may joint the second frame of colored spectacles£5] to the first 
one through the end-piece of temples. If they feel that it is not, bright 
enough to see, they may raise up the secood fone so that tii^y ;Ca&< see' 
with colorless lenses. 

Especially in fishing, people can look at the surface of water witli

the colored lenses on, which can alleviate the tiredness of eyes. And, 
if it gets dark suddenly, they don't have to take off the whole glasses 
and just raise up the second frames of colored spectacles. In other 
words, people can control the brightness at his own convenience by 
a4]U8ting the second one[5]. 

The hingesES] of this device has a groove arourid the outer 
circumstance of the roll .along which the upper part of coupling 
ptnaC4] are jointed while rotating and the other part of the .roll are 
welded. 

In other example of usage, one part of the end-pieces . of temples[2] 
forms a protrusion to which the lower part of the coupling pinsL4] 
may be attached elastically.

The second frames of colored spectacles are enabled to move around 
through the hingCp so at ordinary times they can be 4isjointed and 
placed in a safe place. Thus, people may see through colojfless Jenaies* 
like an oxttinary pair of spectacles and use both colored and colorless 



spectacles selectively by rotating the second fraiDBef of colored 
spectacles in all directions to adjust the hrijehtness in the open air^.It^ 
can be said that the efficiency has been much improved, and customers 
are able to use this device more conveniently than those esustinit.
